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Butz picks committee to study P E dept. 


A committee of three prominent 
California physical educators has been 
appointed by Dr. Otto Butz, Acting Presi- 
dent of Sacramento State College, to 
assess the ‘‘strength and weaknesses 
of the Sacramento State College Depart- 
ment of Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation and the program of 
Intercollegiate Athletics at the college,’’ 
it was announced recently, 

The committee includes C. Carson 
“‘Casey’’ Conrad, Chief of the Bureau 
of Health Education, Physical Education 
and Kecreation at the California State 
Department of Education; Dr, Elmer 
L, Johnson, Chairman of the Department 
of Health Education, Physical Education 
and Recreation at the California State 
College, Fullerton, and Dr, June McCann, 
Professor of Physical Education at San 
Jose State College. 

Dr, Butz empowered the committee 
of three to conduct hearings Monday 
through Wednesday, October 13-15, on the 
Sacramento State College campus. Butz 
emphasized that interested individuals 
or groups from the campus or community 
may appear before the committee. 
Intere sted parties are requested to contact 
Darrell Inabnit, SSC Administrative Vice 
President, who will arrange for an 
appearance before the committee. 


Majority Request 


Butz appointed the committee of three 
following a rey for the study signed 
by most of the teaching faculty and 
administrators of the Department of HPER 
and the Department of Intercollegiate 
Athletics at Sacramento State College. 

According to Butz, the appraisal of the 
two programs will include ‘‘an emphasis 
on guidelines for promotions, plans, poli- 
cies and proper procedures, as well as 
an examination of the strengths and weak- 
nesses of the various areas of service. 
Purpose of the hearings will be to 
determine if the division and its various 
departments as well as the intercollegiate 
athletic program are functioning at 
maximum standards,”’ 

The results of the investigation by the 
committee of three will be made available 
to Dr, Butz and will be subjected to 
study by a college committee composed 
of Butz and Inabnit and Academic Vice 
President Norman Roth; Professor 
William Neuman, chairman of the Aca- 
demic Senate; and Stephen Whitmore, 
President of the ASSSC, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Division of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation and 
the various areas of Intercollegiate 
Athletics, 


Results Before January 


Dr, Butz said that whatever changes 
seemed to be indicated by the report — 
following discussion with administrators 
and with the faculty members concerned — 
will be announced before January |, 

Conrad, who has been Chief of the 
Bureau of Health Education, Physical 
Education Recreation for the State De- 
partment of Education since 1954, is a 
former Special Advisor on Physical Fit- 
ness to President John F, Kennedy, an 
appointment which was made in early 
1961, 

Conrad, who is the author of the 
widely-read book, ‘‘Adult Physical Fit- 


ness,’’ was named in 1966 as one of the 
twelve regional Physical Fitness Award 
winners in a national -ompetition spon- 
sored by the United States Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, 

the same year, Conrad was named 
the Alumnus of the Year by the University 
of California, Santa Barbara, Alumni 
Association, 

During 1966, at the invitation of Vice 
President Hubert Hurnphrey, Conrad also 
served as a consultant for ‘‘Operation 
Champ,’’ a federal project designed to 
encourage interest in sports and recrea- 
tion among youth in the poverty areas 
of the ten largest cities. In the summer 
of 1968 he again served as a consultant 
to this program, 

Early in January 1967 he was pre- 
sented with the Honor Achievement Award 
by the International Press Association 
of the Los Angeles Herald-Examiner 
newspaper. He was selected for this 
award by over 1,000 young people who 
are members of the IPA, 

A graduate of the University of 
California, Santa Barbara, Conrad also 
holds a master of arts degree from 
Sacramento State College. 

During World War II he was Director 


Crisis Line

You think you’ve got problems? The 
ASSSC thinks it may just have the answers, 

A new program, under the auspices 
of the ASSSC, has been started which is 
an attempt to provide help for students 
at Sacramento State College who need 
assistance and need it immediately. 

The new program, called ‘‘Crisis 
Line,”’ is designed to help students with 
problems that they are reluctant to discuss 
with people formally connected with the 
college, 

Students who need this help will be 
able to call the ‘Crisis Line’’ at any 
time and talk to other students trained 
in counseling. 

The counselors were chosen by inter- 
view and are all students at SSC and in 
no way affiliated with the administration 
of this college, 

According to Don Juhl, director of 
Crisis Line, the new service will pro- 
vide assistance in a wide variety of 
areas, ‘‘We are planning to offer help 
for people in such fields as emergency 
financial assistance, marital counseling, 
and drug problems,”’ 

Juhl said that the Crisis Line has 
established liaison with a number of 
local groups that are able to provide 
special technical assistance. The local 
chapter of the American Civil Liberties 
Union has promised to provide assistance 
and students with draft problems will be 
given specialized aid by the Sacramento 
Draft Help Center, 

Suicide prevention is another purpose 
of Crisis Line and one that Juhl considers 
of great importance, ‘Students have the 
second highest suicide rate in the United 
States, and I feel that part of the reason 
is that the student has no one to turn 
to in times of crisis, That lack of im-

Athletic probe 
Should be widened 


The Acting-president of Sacramento State College, Doctor Otto 
Butz has appointed a committee to investigate this school’s department 
of Health, Physical Education and Recreation. 


That committee is to assess that department’s ‘‘strength and weak- 
nesses’’ and to investigate the intercollegiate athietic program at 
this school, 


We would like to suggest that the investigation go a little farther. 
We would like to suggest that the committee study the question of 
whether or not this college should have an intercollegiate athletic 


program at all. 


The men’s intercollegiate athletic program at this school requested 
$60,900 from the student body this year. They were allocated $41,000 
of our money, Why? 


Of what overweening importance is the intercollegiate athletic 
program, that it should receive a subsidy from the students of this 
college? Why is football somehow more deserving of student support 
than the other departments of this college? 


We have not yet heard of any demands for student body subsidies 
for the History or Government departments of this college. We do 
not expect to hear of any such demand. 


Yet somehow, the building of muscles seems to have acquired 
a status on college campuses that the mere building of minds has 
not achieved. That is a disturbing state of affairs. 


We are familiar with all of the old, tired, and overworked arguments 
in favor of intercollegiate athietics. And we are also familiar with 
the fact that these arguments have grown increasingly weaker with 


the years, 


Such arguments as the one that holds that intercollegiate athletics 
is good public relations seem rather hollow now, With the turmoil 
on our campuses, we see no reason to believe that a winning season 
by the SSC football team is going to have any overwhelming effect 
on the public opinion, Indeed, we see little evidence that the community 
has ever shown any interest in the SSC footbal! team at all, 


We are also prepared for a series of rebuttals based on the theory 
that intercollegiate athletics is the great pathway to college life for 
the minority students. 


Somehow, this argument strikes us as self-defeating, For if football 
provides such an entrance for the minority student, how many more 
deserving students could be served by simply taking the entire athietic 
budget and using it for scholarships? Wouldn’t this be a much more 
direct way of benefitting the minority student? 


Of course, the obvious answer is that all of these self-serving 
arguments are only a smokescreen, The purpose of intercollegiate 
athletics is neither college public relations work nor the providing 
of college educations to minority students, 


No, the purpose of intercollegiate athletics seems to be solely 
its own self-perpetuation as some kind of sacred cow. 


Surely, our money could be put to better use, Perhaps by serving 
the purposes that intercollegiate athletics purports to serve

Housing Commission will fight 
to end student rental shortage 


Shortage of housing for students 
has prompted the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacramento State Coilege 
to take action to alleviate the prob- 
lem through the establishment of 
a housing commission, 

In conjunction with independent 
apartment owners and the Apart- 
ment Owner’s Association, the 
ASSSC has initiated a commission 
to fill the needs of both students 
aad apartment owners. 

A list of svailable housing 
facilities will be provided through 
the ‘‘State Hornet.’’ It will provide 
studems looking for housing with 
& list of those apartments that will 
rem to students, witha description 
of the facilities, rent, cleaning 
fee, etc, 

Of the 14,500 students enrolled 
at SSC, the largest number in the 
college’s history, 1,500 new and 
returning students have applied 
for residence in the on-campus 
residence halls which can only 
accommodate up to 650 students. 
College Town Apartments for 
married students has a waiting 
list of over 100 for September 


occupancy, 

The ASSSC Housing Commis- 
sion has been initiated to assist 
those students who do not have 
housing accommodations. 

The ASSSC has announced at 


the purpose of the Housing Com- 
mission is to help promote better 
communications between student 
renters and apartment house 
owners, to promote mutual interest 
of both and to aid in resolving 
problems arising from student 
rentals, 

Apartment renters in the past 
have been reluctant to rent to 
student tenants, This reluctance 
is based on bad past experiences, 
reports the ASSSC, 

The Associated Students office 
hopes that the voluntary associa- 
tion of apartment owners, realtors, 
students, and educators canelimi- 
nate the problem of student rentals 
through working together. 


The operation of the ASSSC 
Housing Commission will be co- 
ordinated by a studem housing 
director appointed by the ASSSC 
President with the advice of the 
Apartment Owner’s Association. 


In addition to other duties as- 
signed by the Associated Students’ 
President, Steve Whitmore, the 
director shall: 


1) maintain and make available 
to all SSC students an up-to-date 
list of apartments available to 
student renters. This list will 
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be compiled from information 
given the director by apartment 
owners who are members of the 
commission, 


2) provide for mediation of 
problems arising between student 
renters and owners who are mem- 
bers of the commission, Mediation 
will be accomplished through 
action of the Mediation Board. 
This board will be comprised of 
an equal number of students, apart- 
unent owners, realtors, and educa- 
tors who are members of the 
commission. 


The board may be convened at 
the call of either the Housing 
Director or an officer of the Apart- 
ment Owners Association. The 
Board would then mediate a solu- 
tion to the problem. 


Engineering 
given approval 


President Otto Butz has an- 
nounced the Schl of Engineering 
at Sacramento State College has 
now received professional ap- 
prova! for al! of its undergraduate 
programs with accreditation of its 
Electrical Engineering  curri- 
culum, 

The Engineers’ Council for 
Professiona! Development, the 
accrediting agency for engineering 
schools in the United States, has 
just advised Butz that it is ex- 
tending accreditation to Electrical 
Engineering, the newest of the 
three undergraduate engineering 
majors at SSC, Civil and Mechan- 
ical Engineering first received 
their accreditation in 1965. 

The Council extended approval 
to Sacramento State following a 
two-day inspection trip of the cam- 
pus last spring. To receive 
accreditation, a school must satis- 
fy certain engineering educationa! 
standards of quality in faculty, 
curriculum and facilities. 

Dr. Donald H, Gillott is chair- 
man of the Department of 
Electrical Engineering. 


Minority funds renewed 


The United States Office of 
Education has granted $482,945 for 
renewed funding of the Mexican- 
American Project at Sacramento 
State College, according t an 
announcement by SSC acting presi- 
dent Otto Butz, The new grant 
represents an increase of more 
than $200,000 over the 1968 award. 

Project director, Clark L. Tay- 
lor, Jr., associate professor of 
anthropology at Sacramento State, 
initiated the project in the spring 
of 1968. It is the largest project 
of its kind ir. the country 


The primary objective of the 
project is to improve the education 
of Mexican- Americans at the ele- 
mentary school level. Professor 
Taylor is attempting to accom- 
plish this by directing the energies 
and talents of his staff and the 
Fellows toward three major areas: 
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1) curriculum change and improve- 
ment of faculty skills at the college 
level; 2) training and retraining 
of public school personne! in pre- 
dominantly Mexican - American 
areas; and 3) creationofa regiona! 
diagnostic and resource center in 
Mexican-American studies. 

As last year, the 1969-70 pro- 
ject includes a quest lecture 
series, participant observation in 
the Sacramento Mexican-Ameri- 
can community, and study with 
Mexican educators and sociai 
scientists in Mexico during si 
weeks of the winter. 

In addition, the new progran 
has several components absent 
from the first year project. These 
include an Inexperienced Specia 
Clientele Program which will pro- 
vide scholarships to twenty high- 
potential, bilingual students who 
will be trained as teachers’ aides 
and a Demonstration School which, 
this year, will be conducted at the 
Dos Rios Elementary School in th« 
North Sacramento School District. 

Other new components of the 
program are an Institutional De. 
velopment Program which will be 
involved with curriculum reform, 
teacher training, and related mat- 
ters; a Summer Support Com- 
ponent; and a Community Spec ial is‘ 
who will encourage and coordinatr 
community participation in plan- 
ning, decision making and progran 
execution.

Donaldson the justitieombudsman 
readies for non-violent change 


Where does an individual go 
to bring about peaceful change in 
& bureaucracy that threatens to 
become more impersonal, 
dehumanized, mechanized and 
frustrating every day’? 

At Sacramento State College a 
unique service for peaceful change 
will be offered this year through 
the ombudsman’s office. 

San Francisco State College and 
Berkeley may yiolently battle the 
system all they want, but SSC has 
chosen to promote peaceful change 
in the academic environment with 
the help of an ombudsman. 

Dr. Robert Donaldson, chair- 
man of the SSC history department, 
was chosen the first ombudsman 
of SSC in August. He will act as 
mediator for students, faculty, the 
staff, and ‘‘Even the president’’ 
he said. 

The ombudsme; is a govern- 
menta) position relatively new to 
the United States. The office 
originated in Scandinavia where 
the “‘justitieombudsman” or agent 
of justice has existed for about 
160 years. 

An ombudsman functions as an 
impartial and indepandent inve sti- 
gator of charges against the 
government or administration. 

Since the idea hit the American 
campuses in 1967, ombudsman 
offices have been mushrooming 
throughout the country. 

A committee was appointed in 
1968 to investigate the idea of an 
ombudsman office for Sacramento 
State. The office is unique at 
SSC in that the entire campus — 
staff, faculty, and students — will 
be able to take a problem or an 
idea to Donaldson for discussion, 
consideration, and action. 
Ombudsmen in other campuses 
exist solely for the student. 

Donaldson has made it clear he 
will not make policies for the 
college. His office will handle 
complaints, hang - ups, and 
problems that are brought to him. 

“The most exploited and the 
least able to change present con- 
ditions on the campus is the staff- 
maintenance, secretaries, clerks, 
etc.,"" said Donaldson, Thus he 
begins the academic year with a 
ready ear to listen to anyone and 
everyone with any problem brought 
to him. 

To set the tone of a friendly, 
unhurried, personal concern for 
the individua) feeling in his 
offices, Donaldson will have coffee, 
tea and cookies on hand as well 
as a relaxed atmosphere with art 
objects displayed from the art 
department and two attractiv egiris 
on his staff 

The office will be open for 
evaluation by students, and staff 
members. Criticism should be 
turned into a box available in the 
Associated Students offices. 

Graduate assistant Sally 
Wagner will act as liason between 
students and the ombudsman. She 
will research inquiries and handle 
some problems herself. 

The three offices of the 
Ombudsman are located in Tem- 
porary building AA. Appointments 
will be taken by secretary Peggy 


Tores by calling 454-6681. Peggy 
is a Mexican American who has 
worked with the Navajo Indians and 
was secretary in the history 
department prior to joining 
Donaldson’ s staff. 

When the Student Senate passed 
a resolution to appoint an ombuds- 
man for SSC, Donaldson felt it 
would be an excellent opportunity 
for students and staff to feel the 
freedom Ww express themselves 
through the office. He is presently 
in the throes of making his offices

Mr. William Webb, director of 
the Hornet Foundation, has an- 
nounced the new check cashing 
service will be available in the 
main cashiering office in the E) 
Nido Room for students wishing to 
cash a check in case of an emer- 
gency. 

A maximum amount of $20.00 
will be cashed for SSC students, 
Students may write checks for the 
amount of the purchase in the 
Hornet Bookstore or for $5.00 
over the amount of the purchase.

Mr. Webb said, ‘We hope to 
see an improvement this year 
over Servomation.’’ Profit made 
from the food services and the 
Hornet Bookstore will be donated 
to the Economic Opportunity P ro- 
gram. This year $20,000 have 
been pledged by the Hornet Foun- 
dation to the Economic Opportunity 
Program at SSC. 

Mr. Webb was former manager 
of food service facilities and of- 
ficers clubs in the Air Force for 
fifteen years. He retired in 1968. 
He is a non voting member of the 
nine member Hornet Foundation 
Board which includes five students, 
one faculty member, one adminis- 


trative member, and two commun- 


ity member's. 
Mrs. Thelma Greer was 
appointed by Mr. Webb as Food 


Service manager July 1, 1969. 
She has announced food prices will 
not change unless the management 
is forced to do so. Mrs. Greer 
plans to update facilities for the 
cafeteria, snack bar, and faculty 
dining room, introduce more va- 
riety in the menus with existing 
facilities, and gradually move away 
from paper service. 

Prior to her appointment with 
the SSC Food Service Center, Mrs. 
Greer worked in the food service 
departments of the University of 
Texas and the University of Chi- 
cago.

Trustees resume cuts 
on state college program

Fewer students this year than 


last; bigger class load for each 


Sacramento State College open- 
ed classes yesterday, September 
22, with fewer students enrolled 
than a year ago, but those stu- 
dents will be taking a heavier 
average load of classes than last 
year, Dr, Duane Anderson, Dean 
of Admissions announced. 

Anderson said that approxi- 
mately 14,600 students are eti- 
rolled at the college as classes 
officially begin, a drop of 200 from 
the 14,800 who were enrolled at 
the same period last Fall. 

“We were over-enrolliedc last 
ear,’’ Anderson said. ‘‘New stu- 
dents were admitted by petition 
until the week before school began. 
As a result we hac to add new 
class sections, and hire new part- 
time faculty at the ‘ast minute to 
meet the demand “cr courses. 





















“We greatly exceeded our pro- 
ed enrollment, ’’ Anderson con- 
tinued, ‘‘and had to reduce the en- 
roliment by some 1,800 students 
during the spring semester. Ac- 
ally, no one was dropped from 
the college — the cuts were made 
by natural attrition of students 
wraduating or leaving college — 
b it meant that we took far

semester than we ordinarily do. 
‘‘Full-time equivalent students 
which means the number of 
students who would be enrolled if 
every student took exactly 15 units 
— will total 11,000 this Fall,” 
Anderson said, ‘‘an increase of 65 
over the 10,935 full-time equiva- 
lent students who were enrolled 
during the Fall semester a year 
ago. So, fewer students will be 
taking more units of credit. 

‘‘New freshmen enrollment at 
SSC will be down approximately 
150 to a figure of 1,000 this Fall 
and graduate student enrollment 
will drop from 3,800 to an esti- 
mated 2,800 to make way for the 
ever larger number of Junior Col- 
lege transfers who are requesting 
admission to Sacramento State 
College and other state colleges 
throughout California,’’ Anderson 
said. 

New transfer students should 
total about 3,250 this Fail, an in- 
crease of more than 400 over the 
figure admitted last Fall. 

Sacramento State College closed 
undergraduate applications on 
April 1 and stopped accepting the
